Cleveland H. Dodge, Is an empty 
shell. 
A few' short months ago 45 hundred 
men. women and children worked, 
lived and enjoyed life in what prob­ 
ably is the most beautiful mining 
camp in the world. Now the IMielps- 
Dodge corporation copper mines are 
closed, there is no ore awaiting ship­ 
ment, no means of livelihood remain­ 
ing. and stores have been closed, in­ 
habitants are leaving, the railroad has 
served notice that trains no longer 
will run. 
Within a short time only a dozen 
men, guards for the mines and their 
expensive 
machinery, 
will 
he 
left. 
Even 
the Phelps-Dodge corporation 
general store has closed and the en­ 
tire 
stock 
has 
been 
shipped 
to 
Douglas. 
Tyrone boasts the most beautiful 
railroad station in the state, built by 
the mining corporation. 
Homes 
of 
miners are bungalows, not the usual 
shanty type of \yestern mining camps. 
The camp was the pet of Mrs. Dodge, 
and largely through her influence a 
southern California plan of building 
was carried out. 
Closing of the town, however, is 
considered only a temporary measure, 
according to company officials, who 
point oui that the shutdown will con­ 
tinue just as long as the copper mar­ 
ket 
remains In its present state of 
stagnation. 


One'' of the most interesting of recent 
discoveries in connection with astron­ 
omy is that the older a star grows, 
the faster does it move. 
A star, like an express train, takes 
time to get up speed. 
In the case of the train, however, it 
is a matter of a few* minutes only; 
with a star it is millions of years. 
The speed of the fastest star is about 
three hundred miles per second.. This 
celestial racer is invisible with the 
naked eye, hut has a number of other 
means of identification for the con­ 
venience of astronomers. 
It has been found that the average 
velocity of faint stars is much greater 
than that of brighter ones. 
Twenty- 
eight faint ones have been found to 
have an average velocity of 138 miles 
per second, whilst the speed of nine 
very bright ones averaged only eighty 
miles per second. 
Judged from the standard of speed, 
our own sun—which would appear as 
a star if It was far enough away from 
us—is a comparative Infant. Its speed 
Is only about twelve miles lier second.

To tennis we owe the phrase “to 
drive from pillar to post,” though its 
exact meaning lins not been traced, 
Ernest Weekly writes in the Cornbin 
Magazine. London. The allusion is to 
the driving of the tennis ball, and the 
earlier order, found in Lydgate, was 
“from post to pillar.” This was invert­ 
ed to facilitate Hie stock rhyme with

It is known that modern games have 
developed from simple beginnings; for 
example, fives was originally played 
against any convenient wall, and the

imitates one*>f the buttresses of Eton 
college chapel. Tennis is supposed to 
have sprung from a rudimentary ball 
game played with simple apparatus 
In the courtyards aud mansions and 
castles. The entrance gate and the 
front door would naturally he adopt­ 
ed as the two ends of the court, the 
pillars of tile one and the posts of the 
other serving as boundaries.

of your disability during service. Get 
a statement also from one or two per- I 
sons who have known you since dis­ 
charge, particularly your employers < 
and other disinterested persons.
